A half-century ago and more, it was 
said of the Newark Bears that if they 
played in the National League, they 
would win the pennant and meet the 
Yankees in the World Series. 

Nor was this mere hyperbole. Most 
of the great Yankee stars of the team's 
glory years served an apprenticeship in 
Newark, often a lengthy one. The start- 
ing lineup in the major league All-Star 
Game often bore some resemblance to 
the Bears' roster of a few years before. 

Minor league baseball went into de- 
cline, a victim of the television age and 
major league expansion, and the Bears 
went down with it. They exist now only 
in the record books and in the memory 
of old-timers. 

There may, however, be a consider- 
able spark of fire from these ashes ~ a 
new Bears with a new home in Newark. 
Plans are on the table for a new league, 
the Atlantic League of Professional Base- 
ball Clubs, a much more elaborate title 
than the old International League in

which the Bears played. 

The team is to play its games, if all 
goes well, at a new stadium to be build 
in the Ironbound section of Newark, on 
the site of an existing field at which the 
stadium seating is in a poor state of re- 
pair. The stadium would also be used as 
the new home of a professional soccer 
team. The initial seating capacity was 
pegged at 6,000 with the potential for a 
substantial expansion. 

This is a concept worthy of support 
from all of New Jersey. If it succeeds, 
and the potential for success is appar- 
ent, it will be one more step in the revi- 
talization of the city. The stadium would 
be not so far from the new Center for 
the Performing Arts and it could easily 
prove to be a complementary facility that 
would make Newark an entertainment 
attraction. 

There is one catch, however, and 
that's the obvious one — money. Essex 
County Executive James Treffinger and 
former big-leaguer Rick Cerone, the

owner of the new Bears, readily concede 
that a financing plan is not in place. 
While the sponsors plan to seek the as- 
sistance of a number of public agencies, 
they are still short the whole price tag 
of $18 million to $22 million. 

It will be difficult to make the dead- 
line of playing minor league baseball in 
Newark next year, but far from impos- 
sible. The price tag is not so high that it 
is out of reach, particularly if the pri- 
vate sector makes a further investment 
in the city of Newark. 

The new Bears park may be a long 
way from actuality. But with all that, it 
still comes closer to the real world than 
the  billion-dollar-plus baseball 
fantasyland that New York City Mayor 
Rudolph Giuliani hopes to see con- 
structed as the new Yankee Stadium on 
the Hudson. 

Unless human nature changes, that 
will be visible only as a gleam in the 
major's imaginative eye.

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Steps To Purchasing The Right Computer 
by Matthew D. Cheirs 


In what I hope will be the first of 
many articles, I will try to target the 
basics of what you need to purchase the 
right computer that will suit your needs. 
I will be focusing on what truly matters 
in this equation, getting the consumer 
perfectly matched to the right computer. 
Each person seeks to fulfill a need that 
varies from one individual to next, as does 
each design of a system. Lets look at each 
of the variables and try to match them as 
evenly as possible. There are three cat- 
egories that you may fall into. The Basic 
PC User, the Business User, and the 
Gaming and Graphics User. 

The Basic PC User, is interested in 
running basic applications while getting 
the most value for their investment. 
Speed and extended storage capabilities 
are not as important as functionality. 
Their needs normally center around be- 
ing able to write letters and papers, send- 
ing E-mail (electronic mailing) to friends 
or colleagues, and playing a few basic 
computer games. Students or persons in- 
terested in general household computing 
fall into this area. 

The Business User, is more struc- 
tured. They will want to run more than 
just the basic applications at home or in 
the office. Their main focus is productiv- 
ity, so speed is essential as well as, the 
ability to work in a multi-tasking envi- 
ronment. This user will utilize a PC for 
writing reports, creating spreadsheets, 
tracking finances, monitoring databases 
and logging into the company network. 

The Gaming and Graphics User, 
will have their designs set on running 
highly technical applications, and also in- 
terested in productivity. Most crucial to 
the equation is speed and increased data 
storage. This enthusiast will use a PC to 
create graphics, artwork, manipulating 
images, preparing presentations, and mul- 
timedia-style games. 

Now with the above information in 
mind, lets follow up with a few steps de- 
signed to make your PC purchase the best 
suited. 


1. Decide what you want to accomplish 
or do with your computer. 


2. Find the software that will help you 
accomplish this task. 


3. Check the recommended requirements 
(not minimum requirements) for the 
software and then add a little room 
(about a step above the requirement) 
for the system. These descriptions will 
tell you what computer you must have 
in order to run the various applica- 
tions you will need. You don't want a 
system that is just enough to fulfill 
the requirements of running the soft- 
ware allowed, you'll want a new sys- 
tem to last at least a couple of years. 


Remember, what makes a computer 
obsolete, is the inability perform the 
functionality of the software require- 
ments. 


. Decide what type of user you are (or 
what traits you'll use from the infor- 
mation abové): 


. Use these next guidelines as described, 
then you'll be ready select a system 
with a little more confidence, that emu- 
lates your expressive need, (See chart 
Guideline for Selecting the Perfect Sys- 
tem, outlined below). 


. After you've purchased what is to be 
considered the perfect system, I highly 
recommend that you inquire about 
Software Training Classes. It is a well 
known fact 9096 of customer discom- 
fort with their new system can be di- 
rected to the lack of proper software 
association. In conclusion the resolu- 
tion to this problem is to return entire 
purchase before the perfect marriage 
is complete. Ask your sales person 
about classes — if they're offered at the 
Store, or the nearest location where 
classes are held. 


. I also recommend that you weigh care- 
fully the issue regarding warranties.

In short this is a great deal of infor- 
mation to consume, but when it comes to 
your hard-earned dollars, carefully con- 
sider what your investment will gain for 
you (not just the product the stores and 
manufacturers offer, but am I also get- 
ting the full value for the dollar). 

In the future I will be covering, “How 
to Purchase the Right Printer,” “Which 
Peripherals and Accessories you will 
need,” and I just may touch the surface 
of “Scanners”. 

A final note: Qualify yourself as close 
as possible to the chart “Guidelines for 
Selecting the Perfect System”, outlined 
below. Conclude if the system require- 
ments meet your needs without exceed- 
ing the amount you are willing spend. 
Take a Software Training, which will ease 
the relationship between the individual 
and technology. Evaluate the services, 
and warranties offered (via the manufac- 
turer or at the store level). After all these 
guidelines are met then consider your self 
lucky, for you have truly achieved true
